THE LAND AND ITS PEOPLE. 

Lord Ernle (Roland Prothero) is well 
known as a writer on agricultural topics. 
In his latest volume he deals with the 
problems before British agriculture to-day 
with his usual thoroughness and in his 
usual temperale manner. In five his- 
torical chaptefS he traces the transition 
of English farming from the collective to 
the individual system—a change inevit- 
able, although accompanied by the loss of 
much that was fine and characteristic of 
old-time England. Lord Ernle is an 
optimist. He believes that in times. to 
come English peasant life will be revived 
and rendered an important factor in the 
national system once more; but he points 
to the measures necessary for the salva- 
tion of the farmers from their present 
difficulties. Lord Ernie looks to science 
to increase the productivity of the British 
farm. It is tillage,’ he says, which 
can profit most and over the widest range 
by scientific development.” Science must 
supplement the scanty supply of manures 
by cheap and plentiful artificial ferti- 
lisers, must provide ‘ increased control 
over climate by the use of improved 
machinery, increased control of soil and of 
the foods appropriate to plant nutrition.“ 
It must perfect the varieties of seeds and 
must devise the cure or prevention of 
plant diseases. There is no farmer but 
will find Lord Ernle's pages absorbing 
and instructive.

BISHOP OF CASHELS

Presiding yesterday at the annual 
meeting of the Synod of the Diocese ol 
Cashel and Emly, the Right Rev. Dr.

WHAT IS. NEEDED. - 


MORE TIME FOR “ BREAD AND 
BUTTER SUBJECTS.” 


The Bishop dealt with diocesan affairs and 
then spoke on education. We have re- 
ceived generous treatment from the Govern- 
ment regarding our small schools,’’ he said, 
“and we are thankful. The Ministry cf 
Education are dealing wisely in asking for 
the opinions of public bodies as to the pro- 
gramme of subjects to be taught in National 
schools. When. these opinions have been re- 
ceived and carefully considered, the Ministry 
will be able to form the soundest judgment 
upon this vitally important question. 

“ Regarding subjects which ought to be 
made compulsory, it is simply a. question 
as to which is most essential, in order to 
qualify our young people for their positions 
in life. Evidence abo~»ds in Ireland that 
vwe need commercial and technical education. 
We have not yet reached a sufficient level of 
commercial progress in this country to give 
work to all Irish boys id girls. fore, 
they have to go out to other countries to eatn 
their living. This is a further reason why 
their attention should be concentrated upon 
those subjects which will enable them to com- 
pete on level terms with the younger genera- 
tion of other countries. 


FIXED OPINION. 


“One of the subjects upon which our 
opinion has been asked is tl Irish language; 
and our friendly but fixed opinion is that 
the subject should be treated in a different 
way to that which is proposed. It cannot 
be denied that the general interest in the 
progress of the Irish language is not in- 
creasing. The attendance at voluntary 
classes has decreased within the past three 
years to a verw great degree. We can, 
therefore, quite understand the feelings of 
devoted advocates of the language in de- 
manding that cumpulsion shall be applied in

out an attractive literature behind it? We 
are strongly of the opinion that it is not, and 
this points the way to a more slow, but more 
certain, method of making the Irish language 
a living force in Irish life.

EIFFEL TOWER'S 
30,000 LAMPS. 


THE WORLD'S BIGGEST’. 
ELECTRIC SIGN. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

' PARIS, Thursday. 
The famed Eiffel Tower is being trans- 
formed into the world’s largest electrical 
advertising station. Eventually it may 
become a huge skyscraper and may house 
tourists in Paris on its sixty-sixth story. 
The transformation of the world’s 
tallest: building into the world’s greatest 
signboard is being undertaken for a 
famous French motor car manufacturing 
firm.. M. Carlo Castiglione, who is direct: 
ing the work of putting in the huge 
electrical installation on the gigantic 
structure, says that the greatest difficulty 
is in hoisting the huge letters forty-eight 
metres wide on to the side of the building. 
We have one hundred and twenty 
men engaged in the job of placing this 
frame-work and stringing the cables. Over 
seventeen kilometres of cables will be used 
when the three sides of the illumination 
are completed representing a weight of

Mr. Johnstone Wright, the Belfast City 
Electrical Engineer, giving evidence yesterday 


Industrial Resources of Northern Ireland, said 
that despite the unquestionable advantages of 
electricity supply, there was a tendency in 
many quarters to expect too much from 
supply development. Electricity was not in 
itself a panacea for industrial and social ills. 
It was a tremendous boon to trade generally, 
but it would not prevent trade depression. 
In this connection he might instance the 
north-east coast of England, which was un- 
doubtedly the best electrically served district 
in the United Kingdom, but it had suffered 
the trade depression just as much as any 
other district 

There were certain defined limits below 
which the price of electricity from a public 
supply network, or for that matter from any 
other source, could not fall no matter 
what the source oí supply might be, 
whether generated from water, coal or from 
fuel, but within a reasonable radius and under 
normal conditions supply would be cheaper 
from a public network than that obtained 
from smal] isolated plants. 

Mr. Wright estimated the total power used

GOVERNOR PROMISES MORE

HONG. KONG, Thursday. 

At a meetng of the Legislative Council 
to-day, Sir Reginald Stubbs, the Governor, 
made an excellent speech. He thoroughly 
reastred the loyal population, promising more 
drastic measures for dealing with the situa- 
tion if necessary, even the deportation of 
every * adult.

tempt in the interests of atiarchy to destroy 
the prospects and the very exitsence of the 
Hong Kong community. . 

The Governor stated that the reports of 
crimes committed by intimidators were much 
exaggerated. The bodies found in the 
streets included many dead from natural 
causes, which, in the usual Chinese way, were 


dumped, in order to save funeral expenses.

TANGIER *ZONE. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S POSITION. 

The. reply of the British Government to 
the Spanish Note on the protection of the 
Tangier zone was “sent yesterday, states 
Neither the text of the. Spanish 
Note nor that of the British reply has been 
published. It is. known, however, that the 
Spanish Government has had under considera- 
tion various suggestions for the protection of 
the Tangier zone against a possible attack by 
the forces of Abdel Krim. One suggestion 
was that permission should be given the 
Spanish forces at Tctuan and other places to 
enter the Tangier zone. Another suggestion 
was that British, French and Spanish troops 
snould be landed at Tangier for the defence 
of the zone. Further, at the Madrid con- 
ference, thé French and Spanish delegates 
signed an agreement for the policing of their 
territorial waters and of the waters of the 
Tangier zone so as to prevent contraband 
from reaching the Rifis. 

As Mr. Austen Chamberlain stated in the 
House of Commons on July 1 the British 
Government had received an invitation from 
the Spanish Government to take part in those 
measures Mr. Chamberlain adding that the 
Tangier Convention to which Great Britain 
is a party provided for the neutrality of 
the territorial watere of the Tangier zone. 

It is understood that the British Govern 
ment is averse from making any change in 
the status of Tangier, especially as there is 
not sufficient evidence of internal trouble or 
of danger from outside to warrant the land- 
ing of international forces. 


‘CRIMINAL APPEAL COURT FOR 
SCOTLAND.

PREMIER’S REPLY TO 
COMMUNISTS. 


TAZA NOT TAKEN, 


NO ANNEXATION OF 
TERRITORY. 


The French Chamber yesterday passes 
the Moroccan credit of 183.000 000 francs 
by 411 votes against 29.

A general meeting oí the members oí the 
Leiuster branch of the National Game Pro 
tection Association was held in the City Arms 
Hotel, Prussia street, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of considering the — 
tion of amalgamation with the Irish Game 
Protection Association. 

Colonel Hely Hutchinson, who presided, 
said that their Association had been started 
in a small way at Swords, largely through 
the efforts of Michael Dunne. The idea 
was to protect the game on their farms in 
order to provide some coursing and partridge 
shooting. The Association had gone ahead 
remarkably, and had now a membership of 

ose on ope hundred. Some of them thought 
that they could get their object carried out 
better by amalgamating with the older Asso- 
ciation, with its machinery and organisation 

eady in existence. On their part they 
could offer with the amalgamation a large 
number of small holders of land all keen for 
the protection of game. 

Mr. B. J. Newcombe, Secretary of the Irish 
Game Protection Association, who attended 
the meeting on invitation, said that the Asso- 
ciation, which had been in existence for about 
thirty-four years, was representative of every 
game interest, and included landowners, 
sportsmen and farmers. Because of the war 
and the later troubles in Ireland, they had 
lost many members and were compelled to 
cut ‘their ‘expenditure to a minimum; but 
still they carried out the protection of game 
as well as they could. Much against the 
will of some members, they had even brought 
prosecutions in the Republican courts and 
had fines inflicted there.

In 
the past the people gave no assistance 
to the police to secure the preservation of 
the game, but there had come a great 
change, and the farmers, who now recognised 
that they have equal rights in sport, realised 
that they should protect the sports of 
coursing and shooting, and keep them clean. 
In all County Dublin he had not heard of a 
single farmer who would refuse to help the 
Civic Guard in putting down the illegal de- 
struction of game. 

INSPECTORS. 

Mr. Newcombe, in reply to the Ch an, 
said that the membership fee of his Associa- 
tion was £1 a year, for which free legal 
advice was given. Where there were a sufh- 
cient number of subscriptions in an area an 
inspector was ser by the Association to give 
expert assistance in the preservation of the 
game. They had as many as twenty inspec- 
tors out in one year. In a recent prosecu- 
tion brought by the Association at Celbridge 
fines of £25 were imposed, one of the 
defendants being an officer in the Army in 
Dublin. As far as their prosecutions were 
concerned, the Association found the Dis- 
trict Justices to be a great improvement on 
the magistrates of the past. Their ex- 
perience was that the Justices were no 
respecters of persons. 

Mr. Cyril Corbally said that it would be a 
great matter to have ohe Association for the 
protection of game. The strength of the 
existing Associations lay in different classes 
of the population, and it would be an im- 
portant advance to get them working 
together. 

Several of those present expressed them- 
selves in favour of the idea of one Associa- 
tion, and finally a committee was appointed 
to 828 and make a report on the 
proposal to amalgamate. 

Mr. M. Dunne, on behalf of the Associa- 
tion, congratulated the President, Colonel 
Hely- Hutchinson, on his election to Dublin

Secondly, there is the 
danger that electors may abstain from the 
poll owing to a supposed difficulty in marking 
a sufficient number of “preferences” upon 
their papers. Upon this point it is desirable, 
even at this early stage, to say that every 
voter can exert a large influence in the 
result of the election even if his choice is 
limited to making one preference only. 
It is desirable, of course, that he shouid go 
further, and mark preferences against the 
names of all the candidates as to whose 
merits he is in a position to form a judg- 
ment. ‘there will probably be very few 
electors, indeed, who will attempt to exhaust 
their '' preferences in this case.

REDUCTION OF HOLDINGS. 

To TIÍE BDITOR OF THF IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I am very glad to see that attention 
is now being given to the clauses of the Free 
State Land Act concerning the reduction in 
size of holdings of greater valuation than £100 
per annum. As I understand it, the law is 
that land can be taken from any such holder 
on the decision of the Land Commission, no 
matter what the circumstances. According 
to the strict letter of the law, it does not 
matter at all whether the best use of the land 
is at present being made or not. 
To take my own case, I threw up a very 
rofitable job abroad in 1920 to take over a 
arm of £200 valuation which has been in 
the family as freehold for generations, and 
always was worked as a mixed tillage and 
breeding farm, giving large employment. At 
that time the house was in a very bad state 
of repair, and so were the buildings, which, 
moreover, were very old-fashioned and incon- 
venient. I have sunk all my available ca SES 
and borrowed very considerably as well 


ining and other capital works. There is a 
good deal still to be done, but the lace is at 
last in a very fair way of wor ing, and 
yielded a small profit for the first time on 
the actual running of the farm for the last 
year. Yet now I am told that at any moment 
an official may turn up and demand half the 
land, at an arbitrary price, and very likely 
pay able in bonds of mediocre marketability. 

he house is large enough as it is, and could 
not be — a a smaller farm, and half 
my new buildings would be wasted. The fact 
is that farms such as this that are worked at 
all are nearly always complete economic units 
and cannot be decreased in area without 
throwing the whole delicate mechanism out of 
gear. One has a certain number of men and 
horses, but that does not say that with half 
the area one could do with a corresponding 
reduction in staff. Most of the men are 
experts in their own particular departments 
and have just a full year’s work to do—no 
more, no less. That, at any rate, is the ideal 
labour lay-out; but how could one manage 
with one-half or three-quarters of a year's 
| work for an expert an or, ploughman! 
There is also the question of supervisory and 
other overhead charges. 

Again, I have a large pedigree cattle herd, 
and most of the best pedigree herds in the 
country are the large ones. That is almost 
tundamental, as it would not pay a man with 
only & few cows to go to the price of a really 
tip-top sire. In fact, one may go so far as to 
say that the whole pedigree stock of the 
country has been built up by those holding 
large farms. It is—or rather was—my inten- 
tion to increase my herd stil! further to try 
to do what I could to help with the supply 
of bulls to meet the uirements of the 
recently passed Live-Stock Bill; but I am full 
of fears of the arrival of the official. 

When this Land Act first came into being it 
was, | think, generally assumed that the 
compulsory taking of land was only to apply 
to unoccupied demesne lands, derelict out- 
farms and the like; but since the recent 
statements in the Dail by Ministers and in- 
quiries in the country by the Land. Commis- 
sion susprcions and fears have become general. 
Initiative is destroyed by uncertainty. What 
is the good of laying out works of improve- 
ment — buildings, drai „tree - planting, live- 
stock, ete.—under such conditions and of 
giving extra employment by such? 

What is wanted 1s an immediate and definite 
statement by the Government as to whether 
or not all holdings are to be reduced to the 
£100 level, or whether those that are at 
present being utilised to good advantage are 
to be exempt, The whole system is illogical,

On the night of 
June 25th th they were in Drumshambo and had 
some drink, and went to Moran’s house at 
3 o'clock in the morning. O’Brien stated 
that he had a small revolver which could not 
he fired and Mulvey had a broken revolver. 
They knocked up the Morans, and O'Brien 
told Mrs. Moran, who spoke from a wines 
that he wanted the that Mr. M 
owed his father. After a time Mr. Moran 
came down and said that he would get the 
money at Drumshambo. Mulvey went away, 
and O’Brien said that he remained in Moran s 
place until 9.30, when he accompanied Moran 
to Dramshambo. When they were going 
towards the bank Moran knocked him down, 
and the Civic Guards arrived and brought 
them to the station. 

Mr. John Moran gave evidence as to the 
visit of the two men to his house. He said 
that he never saw Mulvey before. Both men 
w revolvers to his breast, and he promised 

the monev for them in Drumshambo. 

e witness was cross-éxamined as to the 
sale af Martin Harvey's farm, for which 
Patrick O'Brien was a bidder, 

Mr. Slattery, the District Justice, said that 
on the cross-examination no jury would con- 
vict the prisoners on the charge, as it was 
framed.

The jury found that Mullen died of injuries 
caused by his being knocked down by a 
motor car.

CORK SOCIETY'S CLAIM 
DISMISSED. 


The War Compensation Court, London, 
vesterday dismissed a claim by the liquidator 
of the Irish Creameries Protection Society, 21 
Merchant’s quay, Cork, for compensation in 
respect of timber which, it was alleged, had 
been delayed in transit. 

It was stated that during the war the 
British Government purchased the exportable 
surplus of Irish butter, and that it was essen- 
tial that the butter should be packed in boxes 
of a certain kind. There was danger of a 
great shortage of boxes, and on August 25, 
1917, the society purchased from Sweden pre- 
pared wood for the making of 48, 

‘pyramid butter boxes.” The goods were 
shipped on December 14th and arrived at 
Hull on December 29th. Owing to congestion 
on the railway and delay in transit in Liver- 
pool, the final portion of the consignment did 
not arrive in Cork until July 29th, 1918. 

The timber then was not in good order, and 
581 bundles were missing. The delay deprived 
the society of orders and customers. 

The Chairman (Sir Francis Taylor) said that 
there was no evidence of interference with the 
transit of the goods. He suggested that the 
claim should be withdrawn. 

The liquidator (Mr. H. Woods) said that he 
would prefer the Court to dismiss the case 
rather than that it should be withdrawn,

APATHY ABOUT A-VITAL 
QUESTION. 


— e-- — 


The Permanent Exhibition of Irish manu- 
factures and products has been. transferred 
from Upper Sackville street to 3 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin. The 1 remises, Which are 
much more suitable íor the purposes of the 
exhibition, were formally declared open last 
evening by Sir John Irwin, President of the 
Dublin Industrial Development Association. 

Sir John Irwin mentioned that the premises 
had been acquired and the exhibition trans- 
ferred without any outside. assistance. The 
income.of the organisation wns derived from 
voluntary’ subscriptions and from the letting 
of space in the exhibition. 

In view of the fact that the Association 
was not conducted for personal profit or gain 
but in the national interest, the Council felt 
that it should not be called upon to pay rate: 
like an ordinary trading firm, but in tha‘ 
respect it had been unable to obtain relief. 

APATHY. 

Founded over twenty years ago, the Asso- 
ciation had. laboured. consistently and unin- 
terruptedly in the interests of home manufac- 
tures, and had striven to impress upon the 
Irish public and Irish public bodies the neces- 
sity of giving practical support and encourage- 
ment to 0 industries. During the British 
régime much progress was made in that 
direction, but it was to be regrétted that for 
some time past considerable apathy had pre- 
vailed, not withstandin 
of many industries and the amount of unem- 
ploy ment. He was sorry to say that the 
apathy was to be found in quarters Where 
one would not expect to meet with it. That 
was not creditable, to say the least of it.

CIRCUIT COURT APPEAL. 


STANDARD RENT OF DUBLIN 
HOUSE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE . 8 MR. 
JUSTICE 1 

Mr. John P. Cotter appealed against 1 
decision of Circuit Judge Dromgoole fixing 
the standard rent of the house, 2 Belvidere 
place, Dublin, at £48, and apportioning 1777 
rent amongst the tenants in occupation. 

Mr. J. A. Costello, K. C., who, with Mr. | 
Louis O'Doherty (instructed by Joseph H. 
(Dixon), appeared for the appellent, said that 
it would work a tremendous. hardship on 
Captain Cotter if the rents were decreased to 
such an appalling extent as the Order of 
the Circuit Court would bring them. For 
instance, in the case of-one of the tenants, a 
rent of £70 a year. would be reduced to 5s. 
a week. In addition, the landlord would 
be faced with the possibility of having to pay 
back all rent over “that * he case 
turned on the question whether the landlord 
had bona fide reconstructed the premises by 
way of conversion into two or more self-con- 
ained flats.
